whle completely ignoring it on the 
part of others? Some of our Can¬ 
adian Officials have been ruthless¬ 
ly charged with criminal neglect 
resulting in needless loss of prop¬ 
erty and life. Vet it is true that 
hundreds of our incurables are dy¬ 
ing in poverty and actual starvat¬ 
ion and no one is alarmed. Our 
newspapers are not anxious to 
publicize the needs of our incur¬ 
ables—the ' dramatic element' is 
missing—our incurables have suf¬ 
fered. too much and too quietly. 
BUT THAT DAY IS ENDED. 

The Hon. Mr. Martin was deeply 
moved'by our delegation. We were’ 
very glad to meet his son Paul 
who was a recent victim of Polio, 
being unable to speak for a year 
and a half, Mr, Martn is deeply 
grateful, as we all are, that. he 
escaped life as a cripple in awheel 
chair. I think he will prove his 
gratitude by placing all his weight 
as the Minister of Health and Wel¬ 
fare behind our cause. He assured 
us that this would be so. 

The next moaning we interview¬ 
ed the National Loader of the So¬ 
cial Credit Party, Mr. Solon Low. 
We enjoyed our half hour discus¬ 
sion with him before the rest of 
the m-rubers came in. Mr. Low as¬ 
sured us that Canada, -rich in nat¬

I know that everyone is most 
anxious to have the details of our 
delegation to Ottawa, where we 
waited upon our Federal Govern¬ 
ment for pensions for incurables. 
I want to make this as brief as 
possible and yet not miss any of 
the highlights which made this trip 
such a complete success. 

Our delegation was composed of 
twenty-dwo members: four from 
Alberta and the rest from Ontario. 
Someone remarked that our dele¬ 
gation should have been a success 
since members of parliament and 
cabinet ministers fell over wheel 
chairs and incurables in the cor¬ 
ridors of the House of Commons 
for three days. * 

. We were in the House of Com¬ 
mons by ten o’clock on Monday 
morning. Our first interview was 
with Mr. George Drew, Leader of 
the Opposition. Our delegation pre¬ 
ceded Mr. Drew to the Tory Com¬ 
mittee room where this interview 
and the following one with the 
National. Leader of the C.C.f. 
Party was held. Mr. Drew’s per¬ 
sonality is well known to our Can¬ 
adian people. He came in very 
purposefully, and at that moment 
1 began to wonder how one went 
about Introducing the subject of 
pensions for incurables to the lea¬ 
der of the opposition knowing that 
he must be perfectly aware of the 
great need. I think anyone, how¬ 
ever poised, would have been deep¬ 
ly shocked at the first sight of 
our delegation. Mr. Drew was vis¬ 
ibly moved by our group os was 
everyone else we interviewed 
thereafter. 

Though Rev. E. G. Hansell, M. 
P„ because of his very real inter¬ 
est in our cause, had arranged our 
interviews and briefed us as to 
our procedure and conduct, he did 
not remain with us foy any^ of 
them other than the Social Credit 
caucus and by the ’Hon. Mr. Mar¬ 
tin’s request for our interview with 
him. We enjoyed all our interviews 
by ourselves and hence they were 
free from political bias. 

So it is that I credit Mr. Drew 
with setting a pleasant precedent 
for us in his first Interview with 
him. He spoke to us kindly and 
sympathetically. At no point did 
he talk down to us. I could see 
that this attitude Inspired confi¬ 
dence in our delegation which nev¬ 
er failed them. It wasn't long un¬ 
til we were all discussing our pro¬ 
blems completely at ease with him. 
Mr. Drew recommended, himself to 
us as a loyal supporter of our 
plea. 

Our interview with Mr. M. J. 
Coldwell, National Leader of the 
C.C.F. Party followed that with 
Mr, Drew. He was accompanied to 
tile committee room by Stanley 
Knowles, M.P. We appreciated the 
forthright “down to earth” atti¬ 
tude which these two men mani¬ 
fested towards us. We saw more 
of this later on when we met them 
in their caucus.

OLDS SETS AN EXAMPLE FOR ALL 
“Like the people of most other Alberta towns, 
the 1,521 residents of Olds have endured muddy 
streets for a long, long Ume. But in considering the 
problem of putting down gravel. Olds was faced 
with a serious handicap: only recently, it had spent 
$300,000 providing itself with pip^d water. 

In addition to placing an indebtedness of rough¬ 
ly $200 per head on every man, woman and child 
in the community, the waterworks project had 
made the streets worse than ever; roads naturally 
had to be ripped, up to lay water-mains. But the 
town council could see no way of financing a large 
gravelling project. The taxrate already stood at 
54 mills, and the most that could be provided out 
of town funds was $2,000. At 55 cents foe a cubic 
yard of gravel, plus another 60 cents for hauling 
it into town, this wasn’t going to gravel many 
streets. 

Then someone in Olds had an idea. Why not 
start a real community project, a kind of gravelling 
bee? Townsmen recalled that many times in .the 
past few years, they had made private contributions 
to gravelling projects for country roads in the sur¬ 
rounding districts. Would the farmers in those areas 
be willing to help with hauling gravel as a return 
favor? 

Of the farmers who were approached and uqk- 
ed for the loan of their trucks, with gasoline tlnd 
drivers, no fewer than 180 willingly volunteered to 
help. This meant that the town’s $2,000 appropriat¬ 
ion would buy nearly 4,000 yards of gravel. Ladies’ 
auxiliaries in Olds set up a canteen at the curling 
rink to provide meals for the truck drivers, and the 
gravelling project started off with a bang. 

The idea was to surface the more important 
streets, leaving sidestreets until later. But dwellers 
on the side-streets immediately wanted to know 
why they couldn't get gravel, too. They would be 
quite willing to beAr a share of the cost. On some 
side-streets, impromptu house to house collections 
brought as much as $200 in practically no time. 

The result is that very shortly virtually all the 
streets in Olds will be gravelled. How many other 
towns of similar size in Western Canada can say 
the same? 

Here, we think, is a shining example of real 
community pride and real community enterprise. 

The people of Olds didn’t wait for federal grants 
before they gravelled their streets. Having decided 
the streets should be gravelled, they went about 
• it in precisely the same neighborly way as the 
pioneers built this great an prosperous nation in 
the West. 

In doing so, they have set an example which 
might profitably be studied not only in other small 
towns but in the cities as well—not excluding Cal¬ 
gary. They can’t afford to oil the gravelled streets 
this year, but they plan to use the town water-cart 
to keep the dust down. And as they drive around 
their gravelled streets, we have no doubt that they 
will reflect that self-help is the best help after all. UNITED CHURCH OF CANADA

such as was done in Olds, was suggested for Vulcan vice only during July and Aug- 
last fall by the Lions Club. It was felt then that it 
would be better to wait a year, until the water and 
sewer ditches in the streets had settled, before the 
gravelling was done. 

The better part of a year has now passed since 
the ditches were dug and Vulcan’s streets have never 
been so rough and in as bad shape as they are right 
now. An opportune time may have to be awaited be¬ 
fore they can be levelled in preparation for gravelling, 
but preliminary organization work on such a “gravel¬ 
ling bee” could be done right now.

ed from 5 degrees to 10 degeres. 
This fuel provides clean combust¬ 
ion and slightly better lugging a- 
bility but the maximum power de¬ 
veloped is not appreciably differ¬ 
ent from that for gasoline.

SEEDING FORAGE CROPS 

No farmer need refrain from 
seeding forage crops because of 
luck of machinery, says J. E.'. 
Birdsalj, Supervisor of Crop Im¬ 
provement. The cyclone seeder, 
which costs only a lew dollars, can 
be used to put the seed on. The 
seed can then be covered while 
firming the land with the harrow. 

The lever type of harrow, set 
flat, or a stiff tooth harrow turned 
over will do the Job. In the moist¬ 
ure areas a brush harrow is often 
used successfully. Pieces of brush 
are nailed to a 2 x 4 or pole and 
dragged over the land. This cov¬ 
ers the seed without burying it. 

On farms where machinery is 
available the smEtll seeds can be 
put through the grass seeder at¬ 
tachment. Large grass seeds can 
be mixed with the grain used ks 
a nurse crop, and sown through 
the grain box. The small seeds 
should go on top of the ground in 
tront of the discs. The grain and 
grass mixture should be sown 
shallower than if the grain were 
seeded alone. 

Forage crops must be sown in 
firm, moist soil, and the legume 
seed inoculated. It is better to 
kebp the seed in the sack than, to 
put it into dry soil. If the soil is 
dry, wait for rain before seeding.

The main floor of the hospital 
is built high enough above ground 
to allow ample lighting space, for 
the basement and full use has 
been made of this space. 

Isolation Suite 

At the end of one of the new 
wings is a self-contained isolation 
suite, designed to accomodate two 
patients and a nurse. This suite 
contains two single wards and 
nurse's room, kitchen, bathroom 
and ample clipboard and storage 
space. Government standards re¬ 
quire that such a suite be included 
in all new hospitals and it will 
certainly fill a long-felt need 
whenever required. 

Living Quarters 

Living quarters for the domestic 
staff have Dcen provided on this 
lower floor and the bright, well 
furnished rooms are very attrac¬ 
tive. Floors are covered with in¬ 
laid linoleum and scatter rugs. 
Single rooms are provided for the 
head cook and head laundress and 
all other rooms are furnished with 
twin beds and double dressers. 

A sitting room for the domestic 
staff is bright and comfortable 
with chesterfield suite, coffee ta¬ 
ble, radio and wall-to-wall carpet. 
A telephone will be "installed as 
soon as available. ** 

Dining rooms for both the nurs¬ 
ing and domestic staffs are in¬ 
cluded in this wing. 

Laundry and Kitchen 

The large laundry room is • e- 
quipped with the latest type of 
laundry equipment to handle the 
large volume of washing and iron¬ 
ing common to hospitals. It rep¬ 
resents a great advance from the 
ordinary household washing ma¬ 
chine that the hospital was equip¬ 
ped \v ith back in 1928 and assures 
speedy and thorough service for 
the hospital.- 

The spacious kitchen is equipped 
with a large propane gas range 
designed to handle the large vol¬ 
ume of meals served every dav 


for patients and staff. One corner 
of the kitchen is occupied by a 
large walk-in refrigerator, assur¬ 
ing that perishable foods, gnilk, 
etc., are kept at the right temper¬ 
ature. 

A new piece of equipment that 
will be appreciated oy„ patients and 
kitchen stuff is a heating unit for 
keeping dishes warm, and this w ill 
do much to eliminate the cooling 
ott of food oil its way from the 
kitchen to the patient. Another 
innovation to speed up the journ¬ 
ey of food from kitchen to pat¬ 
ient is an electric dumb-waiter, 
built to. accomodate several trays 
at a time. 

All work counters in the kitchen 
are topped with mono-metal and a 
two-way electric fan provides ven¬ 
tilation and diaws off cooking od¬ 
ors. The separate dish-washing 
room is equipped with a mono¬ 
metal sink and designed for quick 
and sanitary cleaning of dishes. 

Off the kitchen is a well-stocked 
storage room for canned foods, 
etc., and a root cellar where fresh 
vegetables are kept cool and crisp. 

Heating System 

A “transverse" heating system 
is in use at the hospital, supplying 
steam heat to the old wing and 
hot water heat to the new wing. 
Coal is the fuel used and it is 
led by an automatic stoker leading 
from a coal storage bin that will 
hold about fifty tons of stoker 
coal. v 

Storage Space 

Rooms in the basement of the 
old wing, previously used as kit¬ 
chen, dining rooms and living 
quarters, will be used largely for 
storage. One room will be used 
for storage of drugs and medicines 
and another will be used as u 
sewing room for repair of linens, 
etc.

In January of 1949 the Vulcan 
Municipal Hospital became the 
first hospital in the province of 
Alberta to be declared eligible for 
a grant under the federal govern¬ 
ment’s program to encourage hos¬ 
pital construction. The project was 
recommended by Hon. Dr. W. W. 
Cross, Albertans Minister of Health, 
and Jhe federal government 
promptly approved. 

The federal grant was $1,000.00 
a bed and was matched by the 
provincial government to give the 
Vulcan hospital a total federal- 
provincial grant of $34,000. 

This gave the hospital board a 
total of $112,000 for construction 
of the new wing and remodelling 
‘of the oM, and the balance of the 
$125,000 cost has come out of the 
hospital's general revenue.

Ratepayers and hospital ticket 
holders in the Hospital District are 
given hospital accomodation at the 
rate of $1.00 a day. Property own¬ 
ers in towns, hamlets or in the 
country, pay a minimum hospital 
tax of $7.50 per year, which aut¬ 
omatically entitles them to the 
St.00 per day rate for hospitalizat¬ 
ion. Non-ratepayers may-, up to 
Feb. 28 each year, purchase a hos¬ 
pital ticket at the cost of $7.50 
per year which will give them 
hospitalization at the same low 
$1.00 a day rate. 

The Town of Vulcan- hospital tax 
rate this year was 8.5 mills and 
the hospital tax rate averages 5 
mills through the municipal dist¬ 
ricts of Vulcan, Argyle, Blackie 
and the Special Areas.

The Vulcan 
Municipal Hospital Board has been 
in existence for 22 years and Alex 
Smith has been a member of it 
for 22 years— a record that can't 
be beaten. 


Matron and Six 
Nurses on Staff 

The professional nursing staff of 
the Vulcan Municipal Hospital at 
the present time consists of seven 
members: 

Under the capable matronshipof 
Miss Marion M. Sissons, are six 
nurses: Miss Marie Linkletter, 
Miss Anne Gibson. Miss Beth Gib¬ 
son, Miss Shirley Rushfeldt, Miss 

Hoot. 

Matron Sissons and her staff 
are all Registered Nurses and 
their efficient work has received 
the praise of many hospital pat¬ 
ients. 

The construction of the new' 
wing makes additional staff nec¬ 
essary and present plans call for 
the securing of the services of at 
least two more nurses and a lab- 
oratory-X-ray technician. 

The professional staff are all 
housed in the nurses’ home adja¬ 
cent to the hospital. This comfort¬ 
able building which was construct¬ 
ed as a nurses' residence at the 
time the original hospital was 
built, will accomodate twelve nurs- 
ei. 


Hospital Is One 
And Up-to-date 

The new hospital wing, official¬ 
ly opened July 5, and renovations 
and changes now being made In 
the older part t>f the building will 
give Vulcan and .district a munici¬ 
pal hospital that is generally ack¬ 
nowledged to be one of the most 
modern and up-to-date in the 
province. 

The complete building is now in 
shape of a ”T” and the entrance 
has been changed from the end 
of the old wing to a position that 
corresponds with the centre of the 
tpp bar of the “T.” 

^ The entrance-way leads into the 
reception room with a curved 
desk and "nurses' station.” Both 
buzzer and light systems for wards 
arc used', so nurses on duty will 
instantly know which patients re¬ 
quire attention. To the right is 
a comfortably furnished waiting 
room, with deep-upholstered chairs, 
magazine tables, etc. To the left 
off the central lobby is the mat¬ 
ron's office and the office of the 
secretary, both smartly furnished. 

Floor coverings throughout the 
new wing are of marboleum, a 
rubber base inlaid linoleum which, 
while attractive in appearance and 
very serviceable, also lends itself 
to the abatement of noise. All 
wards in the new wing are either 
single or double and each ward 
is equipped with completely new 
furniture, bedding etc. Most of 
the furnishings for the new wards 
have been paid for through the 
generosity of Vulcan and’ district 
residents and organizations, their 
names being given elsewhere in 
this special edition All doors in 
ihe new wing are of the solid 
mono-door type, set on special 
hinges which allow them to be 
left open any degree desired: -- 

Maternity Wing 

The long-felt need for separate 
maternity and surgical wings has 
been realized in the new building 
The maternity wing has two doub¬ 
le and three single wards, all 
smartly finished with the very lat¬ 
est in ward furniture. The service 
room in this wing is amply sup¬ 
plied with cupboard space and all 
needed conveniences and, like the 
bathroom, has a tile floor. 

The nursery In this wing has a 
view-window through which proud 
fathers can see their now offspring. 
Adjoining It is an Incubator room 
and a new Incubator has been do¬ 
nated to the hospital jointly by 
the Dominion and Provincial gov-

Surgical Wing 

There are two double and three 
single wards in the surgical wing, 
ail equipped with the latest in 
furniture. Service room anil bath- 
roont floor^ are tiled and this 
wing also contains the spacious 
and well-equipped linen room. 

0|u*ruting Department 

At the end of the surgical wing 
is the operating department and 
no expense has been spared to 
make this purt of the hospital as 
complete and up to date as in the 
heat city hospitals. 

The spacious operating room has 
a huge window to allow as much 
daylight as possible to enter and; 
has been newly equipped with the 
latest type operating room light, 
costing $1200.00. The operating ta¬ 
ble and other equipment bring the 
equipment investment in this room 
to more than $.1,000.00. Off the 
operating room in the clean up 
room, equipped with special elbow- 
control taps, ptc., and a small 
storeroom. 

The sterilizing room, a very im¬ 
portant part of the operating de¬ 
partment, represents an investment 
of over $4,900.00 in the most mo¬ 
dern equipment. The large linen 
sterilizer can, at one time, steril¬ 
ize enough operating room supplies 
to last a week, if nesessary. A 
special water set-up at the scrub- 
up sink gives sterile hot or cold 
water at the lum of a tap. Other 
equipment for sterilizing of instru¬ 
ments, etc. is the best obtainable. 

The lnr ^|f case room has been 
equipped with the most modern 
ease room table and other necessit¬ 
ies. Of interest is the fact that the 
portable case room lamp is de¬ 
signed to automatically operate off 
batteries should the power fall at 
any time and can be used as an 
emergency operating lamp. 

Directly across from the case 
room is the doctors' room, equip¬ 
ped as a sitting room and com¬ 
plete with bathroom and 3hower. 

The ambulance entrance, com¬ 
plete with ramp, leads from the 
outside driveway directly into the 
operating, department, saving pre¬ 
cious time in the event of an em¬ 
ergency. 

Operating room, sterilizing room 
and case room are all tile-floored. 

Remodel Old Wing 

Elimination of operating room, 
case room, office, etc. in the old 
wing has allowed a remodelling 


Growth Shown 
In Figures 

Comparison of hospital stat¬ 
istics for the years 1929 and 
1949 show that in the 20-year 
period the number of patients 
served by the hospital has prac¬ 
tically doubled. 

In 1929 there were 569 pat¬ 
ients admitted and by 1949 this 
figure has risen to 1,154 pat¬ 
ients admitted during the year. 
At present, admissions are av¬ 
eraging 100 a month. 

Hospital records show' 9,490 
patient days in 1929. In 1949 
thex'e were 6,894 patient days. 
Births, too, have kept <pace 
with the increase over the years 
In 1929 there were 56 births in 
the municipal hospital while In 
1949 there were 124 births. 

Indications are that wdth the 
improved facilities now avail¬ 
able at the Vulcan hospital 
those figures will continue to 
show an increaase. 


job that will give this older part 
of the hospital space for twenty 
bods instead of fifteen and at the 
same time reduce the number of 
boils now in .certain wards to con¬ 
form more with present-day stan¬ 
dards. 

. Part of the space thus made 
available is being made into a 
modern X-ray suite, with dressing 
room and dark room, and the 
very latest type of X-ray machine 
is being installed. 

The laboratory will also he In 
the old wing and a new feature, 
a 4 to 6 bed children’s ward, will 
also be In the original wing of the 
hospital. 

Building of the new wing and 
remodelling of the old will give 
the hospital a capacity of 35 beds 
--15 in the new part and 20 in 
the old. 

Details of the kitchefi, laundry, 
dining and living accomodation on ' 
the lower floor of the hospital are 
given elsewhere in this issue. 

FIRE PRECAUTIONS 

All |K>ssible fire precautions have 
been observed in the construction 
of the new hospital wing. 

Fireproof sliding doors separate 
the new wing from the original 
hospital and a fire ramp is pro¬ 
vided to allow for quick exit of 
bed patients in the event of a 
fire. 

Fire extinguishars and other 
fire-fighting aids are strategically 
located and fire alarms placed nt 
central points throughout the 
building.
